About 100 rafts is the estimate that is 
being placed on the probable nuinber to 
come out of the Big Sandy river in the 
present waters. The rise is about seven 
or eight feet and comes from headwaters. 

The Marine Surgeon at Pittsburgh is 
visiting all the boats in port, vaccinating 
their crews. This is mandatory, and 
crews that have not been vaccinated lay 
their boats liable to 10 days' quarantine 
at the far South ports, where smallpox 
has been developing on some of the 
boats.
